has recently made an official report, in 
which we find considerable of interest 
in connection with the culture of cot- 
It appears that 
not more than 8,500,000 acres are de- 
voted to the staple throughout the 
whole of India, which, were the land 
as productive as that in the United 
States, would yield something over 
4,000,000 bales. The yield is so much 
less than this, however, that the extent 
of the exports from India in an aver- 
age year is not more than 1,500,000 
bales, of an average of 301 pounds each. 
In the central provinces there was a 
decrease in the area devoted to cotton 
, in 1867-8 of nearly 47,000 acres, which 
was owing to heavy rains, that com- 
pelled planters to plow up their fields 
and try other crops.. The Indian cot- 
ton fields lie mostly within the tropics, 
and are therefore subject to both more 
extreme heat and to more destructive 
rains than the cotton fields of the 
United States, which are without the 
tropics and have a much milder and 
more equable climate. Still, for more 
than two thousand years, India has 
been one of the greatest cotton produc- 


ton In that country. 


ing countries of the world. In Ceutral 
tral India 


continue so, as the present popu- 
lation carinot do more in this branch 
of agriculture without risk of famine. 
It was an effort to increase the produc- 
tion of cotton, for the benefit of Great 
Britain, that caused the terrible 
famine of two or three years ago. 
The country is too far inland, and com- 
munication is too restricted and uncer- 
tain, to permit a dependence on im- 
ports from the food producing countries 
of the world. It is suggested by the 
Commissioner that if the Government 
were to dispose of this surplus land on 
the same liberal terms as the Pnited 
States and Canada do theirs, labor and 
capital would be attracted in that di- 
rection, and result, in the course of a 
few years, in the raising of sufficient 
cotton in India tosupply Great Britain.
